WASHINGTON, Oct. 14— f/P) — 


Secretary Cordell Hull said 'today j 
that Germany's notice today 
of' 


withdrawal from the arms confer- 
ence and the League of Nations 
impedes the whole movement for 
disarmament. 


The secretary of state, speaking 


gravely to reporters, said the Ameri- 
can government is very seriously 
disappointed and deeply regretful 
of the developments. 
The United States, he said, has 


llong striven wholeheartedly toward 
a reduction of the worlds arma- 
ments and has sought to foster a 
spirit of teamwork in the diplomatic 
exchanges. 
This teamwork, it was indicated, 


has been shattered by the German 
move. 


U. S. to Continue Efforts. 


Nevertheless, Secretary Hull said 
this government will continue its 
efforts toward disarmament. 


His voice rising, Hull said he 


would shudder to contemplate the 
alternative which would mean that 
all civilized nations would be giv- 
ing up their efforts and their hope 
of promoting disarmament and se- 
curing it. 
Later the secretary of state ex- 


pected to lay a detailed report be- 
fore President Roosevelt. First ad- 
vices reaching the white house were 
reqeived without official comment.

BERLIN, Oct. 14—'/Pj—Chancel- 


lor Adolf Hitler in an address to 
the world tonight bitterly assailed 
the treaty of Versailles and again 
reiterated the conviction of the 
Geiynan people that they are guilt- 
less of blame for the World war.

Reichstag Dissolved.

The plaintiff claims that the al- 
leged transaction was made for the 
purpose of permitting the defend- 
ants to profit on their land if 
prices advanced and that if the 
land price fell the intent was to 
place the burden on the bondhold- 
ers. Claim is made that the bonds, 
part of which the plaintiff sets out 
she purchased and part of which 
she claims to hold by assignment, 
are worthless because there is no 
obligation on the part of the trust 
company employe signing the mort- 
gages to pay.

The United States will have a 
little "Devil's island" of its own, 
much more secure than the French 
"Devil's island," whence criminals 
escape often.

able. 
The new "Devil's island'1 is now 
a military prison on Alcatraz isl- 
and, in San Francisco bay. The 
twelve acres of island space 
are 
located on a high rock, with cur- 
rents running swiftly all around. 
Nobody has ever escaped. Attor- 
ney General Cummings says kid- 
napers, and others sentenced for 
life, will stay in prison when they 
enter one of the 600 very safe cells 
on Alcatraz.

"Although Alcatraz has been a 


military prison until now," Gessner 
said, "there has never been an es- 
cape made from there as far as I 
know. As a federal prison for life 
or long term dangerous convicts it 
should be supremely adequate." 
Alcatraz prison rears dank, gray 


towers into the foggy early morn- 
ings of the Pacific ocean, Gessner 
pictured. Just a mile east, across 
a channel which is marked by 
treacherous and deep ocean cur- 
rents, lies the Golden Gate where 
men cojpe and go on the transport 
susiness of the world. 
But on the fifteen-acre isle of 


Alcatraz men come to stay and it 
is there that Attorney 
General 


Somer Cummings plans to send 
Harvey Bailey and George Kelly as 
the first inmates of this institution 
which is to be changed from a 
military to a federal prison. The 
;ransfer, according to the Asso- 
ciated Press, was readily arranged 
with the war department. 
Waters Are Guarded. 


"It seems to me," Gessner ex- 


plained, "that the only chance of 


escape would be through powerful 
swimming, A convict from Alca- 
traz would hardly have a chance 
of meeting a nearby boat manned 
by associate gangsters as coast pa- 
trol boats are constantly in the 
vicinity and 
each craft in the 


waters must give a reasonable and 
authenticated account as to its 
presence there." 
Gessner told of the "red tape" 
which one must go through to get 
a permit to visit the prison. The 
visiting permit application is granted 
only after the government has made 
a thorough investigation into the 
past of the person applying for it, 
he said 
This prison, which will house about 


600 convicts, looks much like a gi- 
gantic battleship, as waves dash 
against its rocky outlines, Gessner 
described. Although it has no wall 
surrounding the prison buildings— 
since there certainly is no need for 
one—guards pace constantly about 
the edges of the fortress. 


Freedom Not Allowed. 
The prisoners, Gessner said, are 


not allowed freedom of this island. 
At the time he visited the place, 
guards met the government boat 
which docked there—the only one 
permitted to cast anchor at the Al- 
catraz pier—and though he visited 
the office of the prison lie saw no 
inmates. As a sumary description 
of Alcatraz prison, Gesner put it 
this way: 
_ , 
"I sincerely believe—and I have 
seen McNeil! prison just off Seattle 
which is supposed to be a tough 
place—that Alcatraz would be the 
hardest place in 
America 
from 


which to escape."

ed States had assurance today that

eave no stone unturned in prose- 
cuting Nazis who molest Americans. 
In a meeting at which American 


Ambassador William E. Dodd cited 
the cases of at least 27 United 
States citizens allegedly assaulted 
within the last few months, Foreign 
Minister Von Neurath:

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THE SPIRIT OF ENTERPRISE. 
WT WOULD seem that Walter Lippmann is some- 
JLwhat unfair to business in his comment on na- 
tipnal recovery. He speaks of President Roosevelt's 
very manifest desire to encourage a revival of capi- 


' tal expenditure, which Lippmann says, alone can 


revive the heavy industries which can account for 75 
per cent of those now unemployed. The administra- 
tion has done everything to expand credit in the 
hope such an expansion would bring about the de- 
sired upswing, and yet Lippmann says the spirit of 
enterprise has not been revived. . 


Something is lacking, and that something he de- 


scribes in the following language: 


"Now what is it that makes men enterprising under 


a capitalist system? It is the confidence they can 
produce something at a profit. When they have this 
confidence, they are eager to borrow capital to pro- 
duce that something. Those who have capital are 
willing to lend it to them. But without the confi- 
dence that he can make a profit over and above 
what he needs to repay his debt, a sensible business 
man will not borrow and a prudent investor yill not 
lend...The administration would like to see business 
as enterprising as it was about 1926, a time when 
business was good,,but the excesses of the boom had 
not yet developed. On the other hand, it is afraid 
of the evils of lively enterprise, it is committed to 
finding remedies for the social injustices of capital- 
ist prosperity. It would like to produce the pleas- 
ant aspect of the Coolidge era without the sinister 
consequences." 


In this way, Lippmann opens up the discussion 


along a road which leads to nowhere. If America 
must wait upon those of large capital to take the 
initiative, the cause is rather hopeless. Great wealth 
fled to cover at the beginning of the storm and it has 
had its head underground constantly since then. What 
Mr. Lippmann refers to-is Mr. Coolidge's conception 
of an industrial democracy, with national welfare 
hanging in the balance contingent upon a revival of 
great manufacturing activity. 
* > • 


I 


N THE corn belt, there is an entirely different 
conception of it. Here, they say, the nation is pros- 


trate because the purchasing power of the rural popu- 
lation has been destroyed. Whenever that purchasing 
power is rebuilt, whenever the day arrives that the 
farmer can go into the market and buy the things 
he and his family need so sorely, the doors of fac- 
tories will open again and the skylines of industrial 
communities will be blackened with the smoke of busy 
mills. 


Slowly the farm has been disintegrating for ten 


years. It has gone without the luxuries, and in many 
instances without the base necessities. If repairs 
were to be made to the farm homes and the farm 
out buildings, if paint were to be splashed upon them, 
if the furnishings on the inside of these farm homes 
were to be replaced, if the necessary expenditures to 
bring the rural sections back to the status they de- 
serve could bf» made, a great industrial revival would 
set in, and the problem of unemployment.within the 
cities would be minimized greatly. 


Mr. Lippmann strays far away from the ideal 


which found such frequent expression throughout 
the last campaign. 


On repeated occasions, it was stated emphatically 


that America's troubles originated on the farm. In 
the course of time, the cities, the industrial centers, 
felt the shock, too, but it was years after the farm 
regions had been experiencing severe distress. Capi- 
tal enterprise is not so predominant in the farm dis- 
cussions. Huge sums of new capital are not needed 
to stimulate a farming program. The farmer will be 
all right when be gets a satisfactory price for his 
grain, his beef, his pork, and his poultry products, 
and the nation itself will come out of the doldrums 
when the farmer is able to go into the market and 
make the purchases necessary to put the farm on the 
status it was some years ago. 


Unfortunately, Mr. Lippmann with his eastern 


viewpoint thinks solely of national revival in the 
sense of industrial recovery. He reasons that if the 
factory workers are busy, they'll be able to buy what 
the farmer has to sen and pay decent prices for it. 
It has never occurred to him apparently that if the 
fanner takes the front seat and does the driving, 
perhaps the factory worker will have a job before 
long at a satisfactory wage. 
• • • 


W'HILE Mr. Lippmann has forgotten, the presi- 


dent bus not. The hand cuffs placed upon the 


spirit of enterprise which bring complaint from Mr. 
Lippmann are not there because Mr. Roosevelt is 
afraid of industry, but because he is reminded con- 
stantly of the lack of parity between industry and 
farming, and he is trying to improve the economic 
position of agriculture. To encourage the same de- 
velopments which took place in the Coolidge era 
mentioned by Lippmann would mean simply to cru- 
cify the fanning populations once again. 


The United States had an industrial prosperity in 


1926. but there was not a single year from 1920 on that 
the farm and the fanner did not sink deeper and 
deeper into the hole. It was the lack of parity be- 
tween farming and industry, a disparity -which in- 
creased more and more, that finally brought on toe j 
crash, 
! 


There is a cry for money today, or for credits, not- 


withstanding Mr. Lippmann, Industry -would expand 
and new enterprises would take form, but the ad- 
ministration sees first of all a need for rehabilitating 
the rural regions. When and tf that happens in sub- 
stantial form, Mr. Lippmaan win not be required to 
worry about capital expenditure, it win take care 
of Itself. 


readjustment. It onty will heighten the determination 
there shall be no scaling down of the sums agreed 
upon some years ago. 


Perhaps, an explanation is evident. Here in the 


United States we have been groaning about the 
burden of taxation. In the British lales, It has grown 
so greatly that the load is double what we are 
called upon to carry. The dole, the extensive pro- 
gram of public works, and finally, Britain's heavy 
charges for military and for naval development have 
shouldered a gigantic debt upon British capital. For 
over a year, it has been observed that the average 
Briton has come to the conclusion he should spend 
his money rather than to permit it to be confiscated 
by the government. In that light, developments in 
the British Isles furnish an impressive lesson. Tax- 
ation has risen to such a point that thrift disappears. 
There are other currents shot through it. Despair has 
been a very large factor in every country. Gradually, 
there may evolye a philosophy of life to take things 
while they may be had and to permit the future 
to take care of itself. 


WAGE STATUS OF SCHOOL 
TEACHERS. 


WWOW the teachers of Nebraska have been com- 
•"•pelled to "take the rap" for radical reductions 
made in public school taxes and expenditures dur- 
in the last year or two is strikingly set forth in 
the statistical survey given out from the state super- 
intendent's office. 


Total disbursements for the support of common 


school education in the state for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1933, were 21 per cent less than in the 
previous annum and 35 per cent less than five years 
ago. The aggregate reduction in school outlay for all 
purposes was $4,148,000 compared with the year be- 
fore and $8,473,000 under five years ago. 


Most of this reduction, it appears, came out of the 


pay of teachers. In rural districts, particularly, these 
workers have suffered a radical diminution in their 
wage rates. Five years ago, women teachers in country 
schools drew an average of $758 per annum; last year 
they got only $591. Male instructors took a cut from 
$778 to $598 in the same period. 


Considering the requirements of the educational 


profession, which call for years of preparatory train- 
ing before one can qualify as a teacher, the present 
rates of pay seem wholly inadequate. They may be 
enough to live on but certainly they afford no mar- 
gin enabling the teacher to get ahead in the world 
or spend any money in self-improvement for the 
tasks of the schoolroom. 


Those employed in city and village schools have 


fared somewhat better than their rural colleagues. 
The average reductions in their case during the five 
years are from $1,486 a year to $1,310 for men, and 
from $1,242 to $1,121 for women. Perhaps this is 
because the people of urban communities see the 
value of school opportunities for their children more 
clearly than do those outside. 


President Roosevelt's address Friday night, in which 


he pleaded for a return to pre-depression wage 
standards for educational workers at the earliest 
possible moment, was most timely. School teachers in 
Nebraska and elsewhere are performing their du- 
Sies in a fine spirit of loyalty and devotion to the 
interests of the children, -despite the cuts in com- 
pensation they have had to take. They deserve to be 
remembered and reimbursed for their sacrifice when 
normal conditions are restored. 


Being outside the scope of the NRA and other ef- 


forts to improve the status of workers in private in- 
dustry, the teachers must depend on public apprecia- 
;ion of their efforts to obtain justice in the end. In 
Nebraska, a state -which has always favored high 
standards of education, this appreciation should not 
be denied them. 


ROMANCE ALL GONE. 


T^AVIGATION of the Missouri river may return, 
-I il as has been so confidently predicted by those who 
have been so energetically working in that direction 
in recent years and so ardently hoped for.by those 
who attended the big celebration at BrownviUe 
Thursday, but it did not bring with it the glamour 
and the romance with which it was clothed in the 
days recalled by the pioneers who on the occasion 
mentioned paid tribute to Ol' Man River. 


When the old stern wheelers first plowed the Big 


Muddy for profit their cargoes, human and otherwise, 
consisted entirely of emigrants with their outfits, the 
latter consisting in many cases of covered wagons, 
livestock, houshold goods and perhaps some provi- 
sions. Their only stopping places in Nebraska were 
Brownville, Nebraska City, Plattsmouth and Omaha, 
at which places sprang up villages of tradesmen and 
outfitters, who supplied the pilgrims with anything 
they might require, and from which points long wa- 
gon trains set out for Oregon, California, Colorado 
or any other point, the lure of which might have 
been the most attractive. 


Later, when the towns mentioned had grown into 


cities and farmers had settled for considerable dis- 
tances back frpm the river; and even after the rail- 
roads had penetrated far into the prairie land, the 
steamboats continued to come, carrying government 
supplies as far northwest as Fort Benton, Mont, and 
on their return trips taking on loads of grain and 
other produce from the river towns. 


There were still people who traveled on river 


steamers, which invariably tied up at night, owing 
to the treacherous conduct of the Missouri, and the 
sound of the steamboat whistle always drew big 
crowds to the landing place. Every boat carried a 
complement of musicians and never a night passed 
but what there was a dance on board, participated 
in by all of the belles and gallants of the town. 


There'll be nothing like that when navigation re- 


turns. Instead there* will be powerful little tugs, 
pushing lines of brown or black barges, neither ro- 
mantic in appearance nor in fact. It will be business 
and nothing else: so those who in the good old days 
came up from St. Louis on the Thomas H. Benton 
or the Rachel Jackson are doomed to disappoint- 
ment; but having lived so many years they have 
doubtless become used to that. 


A BRITISH SPENDING ORGY. 
DISPATCHES from the British Isles indicate the 


usual conservative and cautious Briton has gone 


on a spending spree. At a recent automobile show in 
London, the toUU year's output of the Rolls Royce 
factory, featuring a Hn* of cant the lowest price of 
which was In excess of $5.000, was gobbled up in » 
«agto day. Bank clearings, reflecting an enorroow 
volume of trade, bore supporting evidence that the 
English did not intend to permit their gold and sil- 
ver to born their pocket*. 


In the light of the attitude adopted by the British 


government with refejeuce to debtc owing America, 
the newt win not tend to Quicken the sympathies 
•f the American people toward the British plea for a

reports of strained relations between Ras- 
sia and Japan should not be cause for very great 


concern. Both nations may spout a great deal of 
propatranda on the difficulties in Manchuria, but ac- 
tual warfare is far off. 


Japan, it should be remembered, has only recently 


withdrawn from one expensive and not very gainful 
expedition against China. The financial strain on 
her people of supporting the expeditionary force has 
several times threatened to unseat the military clique 
that controls her politics. Only by the roost stern 
measures has this group survived in powei. 


Russia, on the other hand, is baring slow going in 


it* Utopian experiment. A good -wheat crop this year 
has removed the spectre of famine for the first t me 
In several years. Hn- industries, while Tar siiwuj of 
the CzarW period, might find It difficult to supply 
both domestic needs and those of a distant army. 
For it must be remembered that the probable scene 
of any war between Japan and Russia would be as 
far from Moscow as from San Francisco. War would 
knock the 5 year plan Into a very obscure pigeonhole. 


Russia cannot afford to sidetrack her development

For a 
few year* any people so ae&toos for an economic 
came caa be mad* to sacrifice comfort for the 
promised paradist, but no people, especially the Sla- 
vic, caa be held to the yoke indefinitely.

How do you interpret what is 
happening in Germany today? 
ANSWER. 
Like other nations, she is gyrating 
in a circle, but making better time 
than the rest. The world at large 
is in a state of flux, wherein every 
action sets up. Its reaction, only 
to return ultimately to the start- 
ing place. We cannot have dis- 
armament without security, and we 
cannot have security without dis- 
armament. 
Economic 
difficulties 
create political unrest, and political 
unrest creates economic difficulties. 
International mistrust actuates na- 
tional policies, and national poli- 
cies stimulate international dis- 
trust. Thus civilization resembles a 
squirrel revolving in its cage. 
Germany has been sullenly rag- 
ing for fourteen years under a deep 
sense of injustice. Her people feel 
that they, were trioked into a false 
and costly peace and then burdened 
with an accursed reparation scheme 
to meet the payments of which 
they had to borrow every cent they 
have paid. Her social structure has 
been so profoundly modified by the 
war and its aftermath that it Is 
now 'dangerously unstable. The un- 
employed worker is apt to become 
a communist, and the white-collar 
group has turned in large numbers 
to Hitlerism. Inflation not only 
swept away the savings of the mid- 
dle classes, it impaired their com- 
mercial morality. In Germany as 
elsewhere, the agrarian problem is 
acute and menacing. Moreover, the 
people are politically inexperienced 
and have had no democratic tradi- 
tions and precedents to guide the 
Republic which began, to die the 
day it was born. Had Heir Strese- 
mann been spared he might have 
prolonged its life. Had the great 
powers, ourselves included, - let up 
on 
Germany 
she 
might 
have 
scorned the paper hanger of Pots- 
dam, who is now her chancellor. As 
things are, apologists for the trag- 
edy of 1914-'18 must be dumb when 
they witness the results it has

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14—W) — 


Peoples with "imperialistic desires 
for expansion and domination" to- 
day were viewed by Presdent Roose- 
velt as the modern threats to world 
peace. 
"It seems clear to me." he said, 
"that it Is only through constant 
education and the stressing of the 
ideals of peace that those who still 
seek Imperialism can be brought in 
line with the majority." 


U. S. Opposed to War. 


These statements were made by 
Mr. Roosevelt in an address from 
the white house last night to the 
third annual women's conference 
on current problems, meeting in 
New York. He said the "complete 
lack of a national desire for terri- 
torial expansion . . . makes the 
rest of the world begin to under- 
stand that the United States Is op- 
posed to war." He added: 
"I wil go one step further in say- 
ing that the very great majority of 
the inhabitants of the world feel 
the same as we do about territor- 
ial expansion or getting rich or 
powerful at the expense of their 
neighbors." 


Urges Tax Reduction. 


Mr. Roosevelt emphasized 
the 
importance of cutting local gov- 
ernment costs "by good business 
methods and the elimination of the 
wrong kind of politics," but -said 
schools must be restored to their 
pre-depression educational level. 
"The quality of our teaching In 


almost every state of which I have 
knowledge can be definitely and 
distinctly raised," he said.

A loosening of credit by commer- 


cial banks and an increase in appli- 
cants who constitute 
reasonably 


safe risks are seen by George W. 
Holmes, president of the First Na- 
tional bank of Lincoln in an ar- 
ticle entitled "Six Months after the 
Bank Holiday" in the current issue 
of the American Legion Weekly. 
"...It looks as if the banks of 


the country have just about reached 
the point where they can begin 
lending money a little more freely," 
Mr. Holmes writes. For months, 
now, they have had ample money— 
but they have been unable to lend 
it because there have been so few 
loan applicants who constituted a 
reasonably safe risk for the money 
More business every day are be- 
ginning to make shovangs which 
entitle them to borrow money at 
conservatively managed banks." 
Banking generally was strength- 


ened by the nation-wide holiday, 
which produced a return of public 
confience in banks as attested by 
increased deposits. Mr. Holmes be- 
lieves. Weak banks were weeded 
out, Mr. Holmes points out, al- 
lowing the public to safely con- 
sider the remaining banks as sound. 


Not the least of the beneficial 


effects 
of the 
holiday in Mr. 
Holmes' opinion is the greater un- 
derstanding that Ras arisen be- 
tween bankers and the public of 
their 
common 
interdependence. 


Bankers have learned their lesson, 
Mr. Holmes writes, and are a 
chastened lot. On the other hand, 
the public has learned a great deal 
about banking for its own good. As 
a result, banking troubles and de- 
positors' hysteria are far less likely 
to occur, he believes. 
Commenting upon banking legis- 
lation by the last congress, Mr. 
Holmes writes: "Some of these laws 
will doubtless have the effect in- 
tended. Others will have little ef- 
fect. Some of them may even back- 


fire, and produce results quite dif- 
ferent from what was intended. But 
in the aggregate, they are doubt- 
less good laws and the total bene- 
fits ednved from them should far 
exceed the damage that some of 
them do."
